and should be a m atter of national concern. 
The typ hoid fev er rate can be cut in the country 
just as it has been in the cities if local health 
authorities are p rov ided w ith facilities for carrying 
on the necessary camp aign of education, and we 
could p a rta k e of our food such as milk, lettuce and 
other raw v egetables with a m uch greater degree of 
sâf^ty.

state univ ersity; and w hen the r e ­ 
gents m et in Los Angeles on T ues­ 
day, Gov ernor 
Richardson, 
p resi­ 
dent of the board, w as authorized 
to nam e a committee of 
fiv e 
to 
recommend a new name to take the 
p lace of "Southern B ranch.” P re si­ 
dent Camp bell 
acq uiesed 
in 
the 
p rop osal. 
"U niv ersity of California in Los 
Angeles” w as suggested 
for 
con­ 
sideration b ut th a t is a long and 
unwieldy title. 
Los Angeles would 
no 
doubt 
p refer 
"Los 
Angeles 
U niv ersity” b ut th at 
suggests 
a 
municip al ra th e r than a state in­ 
stitution and the regents 
are 
not 
likely to stand for that. 
T he San Bernardino Sun suggests 
“California S tate College” and th at 
m ight answ er v ery well 
but 
for 
one reason. 
Los Angeles is not go­ 
ing to be satisfied w ith a mere col­ 
lege. 
The p lan is to continue the 
teacher training dep artm ent on the 
p resent site of the Southern branch 
on V erm ont av enue as a teachers’ 
college; 
and Los Angeles dream s 
of the time when there will be other 
p rofessional 
schools—a 
college of 
law, a college of medicine and of 
course 
a. 
college 
of 
agriculture 
filched from Riv erside. 
T he 
Sun 
cites 
the 
following 
p recedents for its “sta te college” 
suggestion: . 
No rew ards are offered, but 
the regents 
of 
the 
univ ersity 
w a nt a new nam e for the sp len­ 
did state school dev elop ing a t 
Los Angeles, which until now 
has been known as 
the 
U ni­ 
v ersity of California, Southern 
Branch. 
Prop erly enough, the 
regents sense the 
fact 
th at 
here is a great educational in­ 
stitution, already too big to be 
a mere “b ra nch ” of 
the 
uni­ 
v ersity. 
Indeed, 
w hether 
the 
regents agree or not, the time 
is p robably coming 
when 
the 
Los Angeles institution will be 
calling for a sep arate board of 
control, and while alw ays un­ 
der state p atronage and giv en 
Rtate sup p ort, it will be inde­ 
p endent of the 
univ ersity 
a t 
Berkeley. 
The new nam e ought to be 
selected w ith th a t p ossibility in 
mind, and we can think of no 
nam e th a t would 
m ean 
more 
th an 
just 
this: 
California 
State. 
There 
are 
p lenty 
of 
p recedents. Pennsylv ania’s state 
school, while the U niv ersity of 
P ennsylv ania is a noth er insti­ 
tution a t Philadelp hia, and p e r­ 
hap s not ev en hav ing state s up ­ 
p ort. 
Iowa's two big schools 
are the U niv ersity of Iowa a t 
Iowa City, and Iowa State Col­ 
lege a t Ames, the form er h a v ­ 
ing 7,423 and the 
latter 
7,766 
students 
in 
19 24—the 
latest 
figures av ailable. O ur neighbor 
on the north, the 
state 
of 
W ashington follows the same 
p lan, 
w ith 
the Univ ersity of 
W ashington 
a t 
Seattle 
and 
W ashington S tate 
College 
at 


Pullman. 
So as an initial s ug­ 
gestion, 
why 
not 
California 
State College—California State, 
"for short,” at Los Angeles? 
The p roblem is 
an 
interesting 
one; and Gov ernor Richardson has 
no easy task in the resp onsibility 
of selecting a comm ittee th a t will 
be fair to Los Angeles and a t the 
same tim e just to the p a rent insti­ 
tution a t Berkeley. 
The mem bers 
of the committee will be a group of 
Solomons if they p lease both Los 
Angeles and N orthern California. 
The suggestion of the Sun for a 
sep arate 
board 
of 
regents 
will 
p lease Los Angeles but the Press 
does not believ e the regents as at 
p resent constituted or the p resident 
and other officers of the univ ersity 
will ev er willingly consent to that 
p lan. 
The legislature m ay imp ose 
the 
p lan on them, if Los Angeles gets 
aw ay w ith its reap p ortionm ent p ro­ 
gram ; but comp lete indep endence 
of the "branch,” 
under w hatev er 
name it is known will be generally 
op p osed by the friends and alumni 
of the state univ ersity throughout 
the state outside of Los Angeles. 
W ith 
the 
new 
site 
for 
the 
“b ranch” accep ted and p lans in the 
m aking for a new name for the in­ 
stitution, the future of higher edu­ 
cation in Southern California seems 
v ery p romising. Regardless of these 
dev elop ments for the state univ er­ 
sity in Los Angeles, the Univ ei'slty 
of Southern California 
is 
forging 
steadily 
ahead 
in 
num bers, 
in 
eq uip m ent and standing. 
T h e dedi­ 
cation of the new law school build­ 
ing a few days ago was a notable 
educational ev ent 
and 
oth er 
new 
buildings are in p rosp ect. 
Pomona 
College is dev elop ing large p lans 
of exp ansion: and Occidental, Red­ 
lands, W hittier, California Institute 
of Technology are steadily ad v anc­ 
ing. 
And with the growth assured 
for Southern California, th ere wili 
be students enough for all these in­ 
stitutions of college or univ ersity 
grade.
